Existing law provides that a charter school may elect to
operate as, or be operated by, a nonprofit public benefit corporation,
formed and organized pursuant to the Nonprofit Public Benefit
Corporation Law.

This bill would make nonsubstantive changes to the provision
authorizing a charter school to elect to operate as, or be operated by, a
nonprofit public benefit corporation.
